ARRIVE MOSCOW AUGUST 22 AND IMMEDIATELY TRANSIT TO 
NOVOSIBIRSK FOR VISIT TO BORESKOVS INSTITUTE. (HALL NOTES 
THAT BORESKOV HAD PREVIOUSLY EXTENDED INVITATION FOR SUCH 
VISIT.) GROUP WOULD RETURN TO MOSCOW AUGUST 26 FOR 
MEETING UNTIL SEPTEMBER 2. IN ANY EVENT, HALL WOULD LIKE 
TO RECEIVE ASAP FURTHER INFORMATION ON PLANS FOR MOSCOW 
MEETING, INCLUDING PROPOSED AGENDA AND SUGGESTED FACILITIES 
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3. IN ADDITION TO HALL, US GROUP WOULD INCLUDE 
PROFESSORS J. TURKEVITCH, G. W. KEULKS, R. J. KOKES, AND 
POSSIBLY M. BOUDART. 

4. PLEASE REPORT BY C.O.B. JULY 19 IF POSSIBLE REGARDING 
AUGUST 22-25 VISIT TO NOVOSIBIRSK. RUSH 
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
